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PROF. SACHAU, who has recently been appointed Director of 
the Oriental College, was admitted a Member of the Academy 
of Sciences at Berlin on the 30th of June at a public meeting 
in celebration of the Leibnitz Anniversary. The learned 
gentleman’s speech on that occasion gave rise to much admir- 
ing comment, and we doubt not that our readers will peruse 
with interest the following English version. Prof. Sachau 
said :— 

_ “By electing an Arabic philologist as a Member, this 
Academy has given a new home to an old branch of learn- 
ing. "The appointment, highly prized though it be by the 
recipient, yet carries with its honours the oppressing con- 
viction that by actual work alone can a full appreciation 
The Academy expects of 
an Arabic scholar that he should conscientiously guard the 
literary inheritance of Sylvestre de Sacy, himself once a 
Corresponding Member of this body, and that he should 
cherish the plant set and cultivated into a rich bloom on 
German soil by Fleischer, also a Member of this Institution, 
and once my tutor. At a time when Oriental research has 
launched out beyond its ancient bounds, and has penetrated to 
the earliest development of the Semitic languages, it will be 
his task to secure for Arabic that foremost place among the 
many kindred idioms which it deserves on account of the 
perfection of its forms, of its historical importance and its 
practical value as one of the most widely spoken languages of 
the present day.

of thought, and no other language possesses material as rich 
and as refined for giving life and form to every idea by a 
precise term full of individuality, and not by a compound 
make-shift taken from a degenerated language. It isa dead 
and a living language at the same time: the language of 
Muhammad and the world-commanding Chalifs is dead, but 
it survives in its creations. Five times daily it resounds from 
the lips of untold millions to whom their belief is a rule with 
no exception and the way to God. Has not Allah revealed the 
Koran ‘his word’ in Arabic ? and as long as Islam endures, 
the Arabic language will live in its prayers, as well as in the 
literary exertions of all Islamic nations, from Kashghar and 
Yunnan to Zanzibar and to the Senegal, from Constantinople 
to Java and to the mangrove-shaded coast of Western New 
Guinea. Greatasis the field covered by the classic language in 
religion and learning, it is equalled in extent by that covered 
by the vigorous dialectical ramifications of the vernacular, 
differing as they do from land to land, from town to village, 
from village to desert and plain, and even from one plain to 
another, the homes of the sons of Edom, whom fate has 
destined to make available for a not inconsiderable portion of 
the human race one of the least fertile and most arid tracts 
of our globe. 

‘Tt is the object of Arabic philology to lay bare the found- 
ation of the intellectual progress of the Islamic world, 
to inquire into the laws of its development, and to determine 
and describe its points of excellence; to separate moreover 
in the broad stream of tradition—from the middle of which 
it is almost impossible to discern its banks—the original 


from the borrowed, the weak and parasitical from the in- 
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tellectually powerful and independent, even though its noble 
origin may have been obscured by the mist of vulgar tradition. 
Led by earnest eclecticism Arabic philology must not allow its 
efforts to be focussed on common-place productions instead 
of on typically-characteristic literary monuments, on high- 
flown but shallow compilations suited to the taste of the 
present degenerate Moslim, instead of on masterpieces bear- 
ing the unmistakable stamp of a powerful individuality, and 
which have given life and significance to new departures in 
literature. It must when dealing with strongly-marked 
characters discriminate by means of the language and the 
mode of thought between the outcome of the author’s in- 
dividuality and the leading thought of the day. 

“It must, however, not stop at the dry linguistic stage, 
but must afford the world a peep into its workshop, and must 
offer means for colloboration in popular versions and trans- 
lations of everything appearing worthy of attention on account 
of its general interest. 

‘Towering above the ordinary level of the Arabic mind, 
perhaps of that of the medigxval age in general, wonderfully 
similar in many ways to the nature of modern thought, are 
the works of Al-Béruni, a scholar and author, to whom I— 
following up French pioneering in this direction—have 
devoted the leisure of several years. Generally describing 


himself as a mathematician and astronomer, he has left us a | 


work which may well be described as an Arabic equivalent 
of the *Lvdixna of Megasthenes. 

* Philology is to me archeology in Bockh’s sense. Fol- 
lowing the method of classical philology, the Orientalist is 
only able in exceptional cases to penetrate as far as his 
colleague does on classic ground. The written character 
alone, in many respects less perfect—e.g. the Assyrian 
Cuneiform writing—presents difficulties which can be over- 
come only with the unwieldy machinery of great linguistic 
and general knowledge. Any one anxious to follow the 
history of Islam through Arabic literature, will soon have 
to take up the study of Persian and Turkish. On the other 
hand, any one intent on studying Arabic, as the richest, if 





not the oldest of all Semitic languages, cannot help follow- 
ing up in Palestina and Syria, in Assyria and Babylonia, 
South Arabia and Hthiopia, the traces of linguistic peculi- 
arities. All this tends to make the tools of an Arabic scholar 
heavy, difficult to manage, and if not kept in constant use, liable 
to rust. From time to time I have ventured—possibly too 
boldly—to overstep the bounds of Arabic lore, and have ~ 
launched out into new fields, where I thought I perceived 
an opportunity of advancing learning; one of my efforts, a 
Roman Law Code, extracted out of Arabic, Syriac, and 
Armenian sources, prepared by me together with our never- 
to-be-forgotten friend Bruns, having been honoured with 
your subvention, before even your election gave me the right 
to address you from this platform. 


‘* Rich and valuable, Gentlemen, are oft-times in form and 
matter the offerings laid upon the altar of your house on 
a day like this. When the Arab nomad wishes to express 
his gratitude in a tangible form, he hangs on a thorn-tree— 
the altar of the desert—a strip of his dress, or he lays down 
under it, or among its boughs, a common stone. Comparing 
my humble offering to his, I beg you will accept my thanks 
for the honour which by your election you have conferred 
upon me, with the simple assurance that it shall be my best 
endeavour to fulfil my task conscientiously, a task which the 
knowledge of your co-operation gives me new power and 
cheerful courage to grapple with.” 


Prof. Curtius replied to this speech in terms of greatest 
admiration. He complimented his learned friend on the 
services he had rendered to all Orientalists and Arabic 
Scholars in particular. He considered the spirit in which he 
joined their circle so high and noble, that it could not 
help being productive of great results, and wound up by 
welcoming his new colleague heartily in the name of the 


Academical Body. 


CANADA. 


THE Department of Agriculture of Canada at Ottawa have 
issued an octavo volume of a very interesting character, 
which shows the progress made by our great North American 
Colony since the union of the two provinces of Upper and 
Lower Canada on the 6th of February, 1841. It is practi- 
cally a statistical, geographical, and historical handbook of 
Canada, giving a full account of its productions and natural 
resources, and was prepared under the direction of the Hon. 
John Carling, the Minister of Agriculture for the Dominion, 
by Mr. Geo. Johnson, as a handbook explaining and supple- 
menting the Canadian Dominion Exhibits at the Colonial 
and Indian Exhibition at London last year. The Introduc- 
tion says, ‘‘ Canada presents herself in the Great Metropolis 
of the Empire in friendly rivalry with her sisters, who with 
her and the Mother Isles, form that Greater Britain which 
Professor Seeley has aptly described as a ‘ World-Venice, 
with the sea for Streets.’ She aims at showing that her 
progress in arts, manufactures, commerce, wealth, education, 
government, and general development is such as is rightly 
anticipated from every community sprung from the loins of 
Great Britain or influenced directly by the spirit of British 
enterprise. In the Exhibition at South Kensington will be 
found those evidences of material advancement and prosperity 
which appeal to the eye. The handbook is intended to sup- 
plement the information given by the exhibits themselves. 
The facts and figures gathered have been carefully revised, 
and no pains have been spared to bring them down to the 
latest date and to make them as accurate as possible.” The 
first chapter is devoted to the Climate of Canada, and 
combats the idea promulgated by the French King when he 
signed the treaty which transferred Canada to Great Britain, 
that ‘after all, its only a few miles of snow.” This bad 
character, which the French Monarch gave Canada as an 
excuse for the sacrifice he was making, has adhered to her 
since, and not very many years ago an eminent English 
statesman referred to Canada as ‘‘those huge ice-bound 
deserts of North America,” and geographies and encyclo- 
peedias have generally perpetuated the idea that Canada was 
doomed to eternal sterility from the severity of its climate. 
During Riel’s rebellion in 1885, men and boys, mostly drawn 
from city life, without any special selection, were recruited. 
Five thousand troops and a thousand employes of various 








sorts, travelled in open box-cars over the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, marched across the ‘‘gaps”’ in the then uncom- 
pleted railway, and trudged through snow and slush by 
forced marches northward from three points on the railway, 
hundreds of miles distant from each other. They slept in 
tents without taking any extra precaution, many for months, 
going as far north as the 53rd parallel; yet not one man died 
from any disease traceable to the climate; indeed, there was 
a complete immunity from disease. The province of Alberta 
in the Great Canadian North West is the ranching ground 
of the Dominion; there are now 5l ranches init. There are 
61.799 cattle, horses, sheep, and other animals on these 
ranches; they winter in the open air, and are fat and in good 
condition in the spring. 

From these facts we see that the climate of Canada is not 
unfavourable to animal life. This is what the authorities on 
the subject say of its capabilities as a vegetable and fruit- 
producing country. Professor Macoun found the cucumber 
ripening in the Peace River District in August. Sir George 
Simpson says he found the tomato growing wild on the 
Kamemstiquia River, a tributary of Lake Superior from the 
North-West, where also vines are in abundance. In the 
Valley of the Ottawa the grape flourishes, and the produce of 
grapes in the Province of Ontario for the year 1880 reached 
3,896,508 pounds. The yield of apples, pears, peaches, and 
other fruits proves a fine climate, and the price paid for 
Canadian apples in the London market shows that they are 
equal, if not superior, to any produced in the United States. 
Manitoba is already becoming a large wheat-producing 
region, the surplus of last harvest being 5,500,000 bushels. 
With regard to extent, Canada is sixteen times the size of the 
German Empire, or forty times the size of Great Britain, or 
three British Indias, with enough land left to make Queens- 
land and Victoria together. From these facts, no one can 
doubt that the Dominion of Canada has a great future before 
it; population is all it requires to make it one of the first 
countries of the world, and immigration is fast supplying that 
want. The Handbook which forms the subject of this 
notice contains two valuable maps, one a Route-Map of the 
World, showing the distances from other parts of the world to 
Canadian ports, and the other showing the Canadian districts 
that export, and what their productions are.

ANGLO-INDIAN CODES.—Volume I. of “‘ The Substantive 
Law,” noticed on page 46 of our last REcoRD, contains the 
Penal Code, the Succession Act, the General Clauses Act, 
and the Acts relating respectively to Contract, Negociable 
Instruments, Transfer of Property, Trusts, Easements, and 
Specific Relief. The Second Volume, to be published hereafter, 
will contain ‘‘ The Adjective Law,” viz. the Code of Criminal 
Procedure, the Code of Civil Procedure, the Evidence Act, 
the Limitation Act, and (in an Appendix) the Acts Relating 
respectively to Court Fees, Stamps, and Registration. We 
inadvertently quoted several items as being in the ‘‘ Substan- 
tive Law” which will appear in the “ Adjective Law.” 


THE ORIENTAL NOBILITY AND HIGH CASTE INSTI- 
TUTE, WOKING.—The Atheneum says, ‘We have received 
three numbers of the Sanskrit Critical Journal, edited under 
the auspices of the Oriental Institute at Woking by Pandit 
Rishi Kesh Shastri. Its object is not only the cultivation of 
Sanskrit learning and research, but also the promotion of a 
linguistic command over that ancient language, especially 
for the expression of modern ideas. One of the numbers 
contains a Jubilee Ode, written with the classic simplicity 
suited to the occasion and to Sanskrit. Among the subjects 
commenced in the Journal is a descriptive catalogue of 
Sanskrit works, with a discussion of the probable date of the 
* Atharvaveda,’ of the works of Panini and of his commenta- 
tors, and of Sanskrit authors generally. There also appears 
in the Journal the commencement of editions of the Nidya, 
Sankhya, and Yoga philosophies, with new explanatory com- 
mentaries on them; some rare Upanishads also regularly 
occupy a place in the successive numbers of the Journal. 
Rules for the declension of Sanskrit roots in poetry are con- 
tributed; and a discussion of ‘The Origin of Caste’ and of 
Sanskrit texts on ‘The Crossing of the Ocean’ is promised. 
The Institute will also shortly publish critical journals in 
Persian and Arabic, and has offered a prize of Rs. 500 for 
the best translation into English of the ‘ Tafsir-i-Jelalein,’ 
as also one of Rs. 5000 for the best edition and translation 
into Hindi of the ‘ Atharvaveda,’ on conditions to be learnt 
by application to Dr. Leitner, who has just returned from 
India to the Institute with further collections for its museum, 
which are now in process of arrangement.” 


A CHINESE POET B.C. 109.—The Rey. J. Edkins in the 
“China Review” for March and April gives the description 
and translation of a Poem by the Emperor Woo ti, which is 
as follows :—* Pan koo says in his history that the emperor 
Woo ti wrote this poem in the 4th month of B.c. 109. The 
historian, in his section on canals and rivers, says that after 
the emperor Woo ti had performed the mountain sacrifice, he 
sent several tens of thousands of soldiers to repair the 
embankment of the Yellow River at Hu tsi. On his way 
home he went himself to the spot to offer sacrifice, and threw 
a white horse and jade sceptre into the river. He ordered all 
the officers who were in attendance on him to carry faggots 
on their backs to fill the breach in the river bank. But at 
that time, because in the prefecture on the east the grass was 
being burnt, there was not much brush-wood to be found. 
The emperor therefore caused the bamboos in the Chi garden 
to be cut down to check the waters in the breach. The 
emperor going to the river saw it bursting open the barriers. 
Touched with the failure of the work to check the inundation, 
he made a song in two parts to commemorate the misfortune. 
The soldiers meantime filled the breach with their faggots at 
Hu tsi and erected above it an imperial lodge. It was called 
Siuen fang kung.

THE RELIGIOUS CEREMONIES OF THE CHINESE IN 
THE EASTERN UNITED STATES.—Under this title Mr. 
Stewart Culin has issued an edition of a privately printed 
brochure, consisting of 100 copies of an Essay read before the 
Numismatic and Antiquarian Society of Philadelphia, on 
April 1, 1886. The Chinese immigrants in America mostly 
come from Canton and the provincial districts near about it; 
they are chiefly country people, with a few artizans and shop- 
keepers from Canton itself, Mr. Culin says they bring with 
them the traditions and customs of their native place, which 
they try to perpetuate in America as well as their changed 
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condition and surroundings will allow them, though the first 
immigrants who arrived, not thinking their gods would hear 
their prayers and protect them in so remote a place, neglected 
their religious observances until fortune favoured them, when 
they erected shrines in their households to the lares and 
penates of their native land. The god most worshipped in 
China at the present day, and consequently by the immigrants, 
is Kwan Ti, or, as he is popularly called by the Chinese in 
America, the ‘* Master Kwan,” the Chinese God of War. 
This god is supposed to have intervened on several occasions 
when the immigrants have been threatened with misfortune 
in their adopted homes, and particularly when a fire broke 
out in the Chinese quarter of Havannah, he is said to have 
quenched the flames. The immigrants usually regulate their 
religious observances by an almanac called #’ung shii, which 
is imported from China, and sold in the shops; it contains a 
calendar in which each day’s celebrations are indicated, 
together with lucky and unlucky days. Most of their religious 
ceremonies appear to be bound up with eating and drinking, 
even the death of K’ii Ytian, one of their heroes, being com- 
memorated by eating a peculiar rice dumpling on the fifth 
day of the fifth month, which are called tsung tsoz. It is 
said, that if a thing is worth doing at all, it is worth doing 
well, and Mr. Culin has evidently had this axiom in view 
when he compiled and printed his paper. His observations 
are evidently carefully made and noted, and are elegantly 
printed on large quarto paper by the Franklin Printing House, 
with two full-page illustrations, one of a shrine in Phila- 
delphia, and the other of the inscription on a shrine. The 
work is bound in what is called the flexible parchment style. 


ELEMENTARY CHINESE.—The Rev. Arnold Foster, B.A., 
of the London Missionary Society, Hankow, has issued 
‘‘Hlementary Lessons in Chinese,” being a book of Hasy 
Lessons in Chinese for beginners who cannot obtain the help 
ofa teacher. This useful little manual of course only refers 
to the written language, which is the same all through China. 
No one can do without a teacher for the spoken language, 
which abounds in dialects. Mr. Foster warns students not to 
be discouraged at what may appear to them slow progress; 
the acquisition of Chinese is necessarily slow at first, but as 
a knowledge of the radicals increases, so the progress appears 
more rapid, 

ZEISBERGER’S INDIAN DICTIONARY.—Professor Eben 
Norton Horsford has edited and published at Cambridge, Mass, 
(Press of Jno. Wilson & Son), the Rev. David Zeisberger’s 
Dictionary of the Onondaga (Iroquois) and Delaware (Algon- 
quin) Languages, with English and German equivalents, 
printed from the original manuscript in the Library of Har- 
vard College. David Zeisberger was born at Zeuchtenthal in 
Moravia, April 11, 1721, and laboured as a missionary in 
America from 1740 for more than sixty years. He died in 
1808, at Goshen, in the Tuscarawas Valley, Ohio, and his 
manuscripts were presented to the Harvard College Library 
by Judge Ebenezer Lane of Ohio. Professor Horsford found 
them amongst the treasures of the Library, and with the per- 
mission of Mr. Justin Winsor, the Librarian, had them copied, 
and the result is the handsome quarto volume of 236 pages 
now before us. Prof. Horsford’s aim has been to preserve 
the Dictionary of the venerated Moravian missionary precisely 
as he left it, with its antiquated German and eccentric 
English ; it is particularly interesting from the explanation it 
affords of the meanings of the names of localities in the New 
England and neighbouring States. Prof. Horsford says he 
has satisfied himself by comparison of Zeisberger’s original 
letters written to his brother, that the Delaware in the Dic- 
tionary is of the Minsi dialect. In his preface, Prof. Horsford 
gives some explanations which will be useful to students 
using the Dictionary. 

DURRANT’S HANDBOOK FOR ESSEX.—Messrs. Edmund 
Durrant & Co., of Chelmsford, have published an excellent 
Guide to the County of Hssex, with an introduction treating 
on its History, Geology, Area, Population, Literature, An- 
tiquities, Worthies, Natural History, ete., edited by Mr. 
Miller Christie, author of several books relating to Hssex. 
The Guide, which is on the “ Directory” system, contains 
a good clear map of the county based on the Ordnance 
Survey, and two plans. Antiquaries, tourists, and cyclists 
will find it especially useful if they intend exploring the 
great forest county of England. 

UPRIGHT PENMANSHIP.—Mr. John Jackson, F.E.1.S., 
F.S.Sc., has issued a series of eight copybooks entitled 
‘‘ Jackson’s New Style of Vertical Writing,” published by 
Messrs. Sampson Low, Marston, Searle, and Rivington, of 
St. Dunstan’s House, Fetter Lane, London. These copybooks 
are intended to teach the plain vertical writing approved by 


the Civil Service Commissioners, which is almost as easily 
read as letterpress, and takes up the smallest possible space 
consistent with clearness. We can recommend this series to 
students wishing to become good and legible writers, as there 
is no doubt it is the best system now in use. 


FAUST.—A new translation into English has appeared of 
the first part of Goethe’s Faust, by Mr. Frank Claudy, of 
Washington, with whom it has been a labour of love for the 
past fifteen years. Mr. Claudy, although born in Germany, 
has a knowledge of English, nearly, if not quite, equal to his 
native language, and he has translated Goethe’s great poem, 
preserving as nearly as possible the original metres. When 
we consider that there are some forty translations of Goethe’s 
Faust, and that Mr. Claudy’s stands the test of comparison 
with the best of them, we think very little more can be 
said in its favour. 

THE HISTORY COMPANY AND THE BANCROFT COM-= 
PANY.—Upon the site of the Bancroft Building, Market Street, 
San Francisco, burned April 80, 1886, has been erected the 
History Building, one of the most elegant and substantial 
edifices in the city. Its architecture is original and artistic, 
and the structure monumental, being so named in considera- 
tion of the historical efforts of Mr. Hubert H. Bancroft. 
Organized primarily for the publication of the historical works 
of Hubert Howe Bancroft, the History Company, occupying 
premises upon the second floor of the History Building, does a 
general book publishing business, acting at the same time as 
general agents for strictly first-class Hastern subscription 
publications.

THE FIFTH JUBILEE OF HARVARD UNIVERSITY.— 


Messrs. John Wilson & Sons, of the University Press, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., have printeda handsome imperial octavo volume, 


being ‘‘ A Record of the Commemoration of the Two Hundred - 


and Fiftieth Anniversary of the Founding of Harvard Col- 
lege.” The earliest written record of the University is given 
in fac-simile opposite the title-page, and is dated the 27th 
of October, 1643. On October 28th, 16386, O.S. (Nov. 7, N.S.), 
the General Court of the Colony of Massachusetts Bay 
agreed to give four hundred pounds towards a school or col- 
lege, and this school then founded is the Harvard University 
of the present day. On November 15th, 1886, it was voted 
that Mr. Winsor, the Librarian of the University, be requested 
to edit a volume containing a full account of the Proceedings 
at the Two Hundred and Fittieth Anniversary of the Founding 
of Harvard College. The result of that vote is the volume 
before us, which isa highly interesting record of the orations, 
speeches, sermons, poems, and addresses of the celebrities now 
living connected with the University. 


WEST POINT.—By an Act of Congress for the support of 
the U.S. Military Academy of West Point, provision is made 
for a Board of Seven Visitors to attend at the Annual Exami- 
nations, and ‘‘ Miscellaneous Document No. 52” (House of 
Representatives) is their report to the Secretary of War on 
their visit for the year 1886. This is interesting as being 
the first official account of this well-known and historical 
Military Academy. It consists of 63 pages, 8 plates, and 
a plan. It is printed at the Washington Government Print- 
ing Office. 


REPORT ON THE U.S, MINT.—The Report of the Hon. 
James P. Kimball, Director of the Mint, on the Production 
of the Precious Metals in the United States during the year 
1886. Not only does it give the precious metals of the 
United States, but that of twenty-two foreign countries 
coming under a division in the Report entitled ‘* The World’s 
Annual Production of Gold and Silver.” .The Report also 
rinses a section on the Consumption of Gold and Silver in 
the Arts. 


SMITHSONIAN REPORT.—The Annual Report of the 
Smithsonian Institution to the end of June, 1885, is called 
Part I., and as the Report of the Curators of the National 
Museum will form a separate volume, we presume it will be 
PartII, The present part contains a list of the Societies in 
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the United States, and all over the world, with which the 
Smithsonian Institution has correspondence, and to whom they 
send their publications. The General Appendix, which is a 
Record of Scientific Progress, with an Introduction by Prof. 
8. F. Baird, contains articles on Astronomy, Vulcanology and 
Seismology, Geography, Physics, Chemistry, Mineralogy, In- 
vertebrate Palmontology, Zoology, and Anthropology. 


STATISTICAL ABSTRACTS OF THE UNITED STATES,— 
The Ninth Number of the Statistical Abstract of the United 
States referred to the Committee on Printing, Jan. 20, 1887, 
contains Tables of Finance, Coinage, Commerce, Immigra- 
tion, Tonnage, Navigation, Postal Service, Public Lands, 
Population, Education, Railroads, Agriculture, Mining, ete. 


STATISTICS OF LABOUR.—In the “ Fourth Annual Report 
of the Bureau of Statistics of Labour for the State of New 
York, 1886,” the Hon. Commissioner Charles F. Peck advo- 
cates enlarging the functions of the Bureau, and abolishing 
ten-year Censuses, which, he says, are practically useless for 
statistical purposes, as they may be taken during a year of 
unusual prosperity or depression. It contains divisions on 
Apprenticeship, Manual Training, Technical Institutions, 
and ‘T'rade Schools, Strikes, Boycotting, and Street Car Em- 
ployés.—** The Fourth Biennial Report of the Bureau of 
Labour Statistics of Illinois for 1886 ” contains the Statistics 
of Convict Labour, Trade and Labour Organization, the Eight 
Hour Movement, the Fining System, and the Statistics of 
Coal Production. The experience of the State of Illinois in 
the management of convicts is valuable, as it has had a State 
Penitentiary for 55 years, which has accommodation for 1600 
convicts, and cost over a million dollars. 


ARTS AND INDUSTRY.—The U.S. Bureau of Education 
have now issued Mr. Isaac Edward Clark’s important Report 
on Education in the Industrial and Fine Arts in the United 
States, of which a small edition was printed for the Senate 
some time back. About one-third of the Report is devoted 
to Drawing in Public Schools, the third portion previous to 
that being made up of Hssays on Artistic, Industrial, and 
Technical Education. The last (third) portion of the volume 
consists of Appendixes, being information which bears upon 
the subject collected from foreign sources. 


BUREAU OF ETHNOLOGY,.—The Fourth Annual Report 
of the Bureau of Ethnology to the Secretary of the Smith- 
sonian Institution (Prof. J. W. Powell, Director) for 1882-3, 
has been issued. Besides the field work and office work, it 
contains accompanying papers as follows: Pictographs of 
the North American Indians, by Garrick Mallery; Pottery 
of the Ancient Pueblos; the Ancient Pottery of the Missis- 
sippi Valley, and the Origin and Development of form and 
ornament on ceramic art, all by William H. Holmes; anda 
Study of Pueblo Pottery as illustrative of Zuni culture 
growth, by Frank Hamilton Cushing. 


THE UNITED STATES TENTH CENSUS.—Volume twelve 
of the series is a Report on the Mortality and Vital Statistics 
of the United States, Part 2, edited by Dr. John S 
Billings, of the Surgeon-General’s Office. It will be invalu- 
able to Actuaries and Insurance Companies from the tables it 
contains of mortality and vital statistics, and Dr. Billings’ 
name alone is sufficient surety that it has been well and care- 
fully compiled. It contains 803 pages, and is accompanied 
by a portfolio of plates and diagrams which illustrate the 
statistics. Besides 20 maps in the Volume, the portfolio con- 
tains 36 plates and 38 diagrams. 


THE GRASSES OF NORTH AMERICA.—Professor W. J. 
Beal, of the Agricultural College, Lansing, Mich., has pub- 
lished the first volume of the Grasses of North America, for 
farmers and students, giving chapters on their physiology, 
composition, selection, improving, cultivation, management 
of grass lands, and also chapters on clovers, injurious insects, 
and fungi. The work is admirably illustrated by woodcuts in 
the text and full-sized plates prepared by the Levytype Com- 
pany of Philadelphia, and the Lewis Engraving Soeaas of 
Boston. The importance of such a work to farmers and 
agriculturists cannot be over-estimated when we consider that 
the United States, now one of the greatest cheese and butter 
producing countries in the world, has only become so within 
the last quarter of acentury: less than one hundred years ago 
the pasturage was so poor that any one would have been 
thought very sanguine who believed dairy farming would 
become a staple industry. 

THE FRESH WATER ALGZ OF THE UNITED STATES,.— 
The Rev. Francis Wolle, of Bethlehem, Pa., author of ‘* The 
Desmids of the United States,” has just completed a work in 
2 volumes, on the Fresh-Water Algw of the United States. 
The first volume contains 364 pages, giving a full description 


of the plants, a Glossary, an Index to Names, and another to 
Synonyms. ‘The second volume consists of 157 Plates, repre- 
senting over 2000 figures, coloured after Nature, together 
with Names of Plants, and Explanatory references opposite 
each plate. 


THE JOURNALIST SOUVENIR.—This is a dainty little 
volume, compiled by Mr. Lukens, and edited by Mr. Allan 
Forman ; it is published to commemorate the Three Years’ 
Anniversaries of the existence of the ‘‘Journalist,’”’ a paper 
founded by Messrs. Charles A. Byrne and Leandor Richardson, 
and which by the efforts of Messrs. J. C. Freund, C. J. Smith, 
W.G. McLaughlin, W. E.S. Fales, Henry Clay Lukens and 
Allan Forman, has won its way to success and renown in 
America. The contents of this commemorative volume are 
well selected and interesting, and the plates, portraits and 
typography leave nothing to be desired. 


EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION, 1885-6. — UNITED 
STATES.— President Cleveland transmitted to the House of 
Representatives, Feb. 10. 1887, the Reports of the Consular 
officers on the above subjects which the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs has ordered to be printed, and it forms a 
volume of 748 pages. The statistics supplied by this Report, 
which covers a period ranging from 1820 to 1885, would tend 
to show the increase or decrease of foreigners to the United 
States does not depend on the depression in the countries 
from which the emigrants go as on the prosperity of the 
Republic: if trade is prosperous there, immigration rises, and ~ 
if the reverse, it falls. Not only does the Report give 
statistics of emigration from the various countries of Europe, 
but the Consuls depict the condition, food, clothing, etce., of 
the peasants and operatives in the countries which supply 
emigrants to the United States. 

THE MUSICAL YEAR BOOK OF THE UNITED STATES. 
Mr. G. H. Wilson, of Boston (Alfred Mudge and Son, Boston) 
has issued his fourth Musical Year Book of the United States, 
which gives a list of all the operas and concerts which have 
been performed in the United States during a portion of 
1885 and 1886 (season of 1886-7). It also contains the Boston 
record in detail and a table of compositions by American 
composers. Although the price of a dollar seemsa high 
one for this little annual, the information it contains must 
have been difficult to collect. 


THE POTTER’S WHEEL.—Messrs. Burroughs & Mount- 
ford, of Trenton, New Jersey, the Staffordshire of America, 
have issued 10,000 copies of the ‘* Potter’s Wheel, and How it 
goes Round in the Nineteenth Century,” edited by Mr, W. S. 
Harris. This is anillustrated work of over sixty pages, giving 
a succinct and popular account of the work of the potter, so 
that the public, if they feel interested in the matter, may, in 
this technical age, know how their crockery is made. It is 
not intended for the trade, but for the public; and the pub- 
lishers say that there is nothing in it that the trade do not 
already know. 


ANIMAL LOCOMOTION.—Mr. Eadweared Maybridge, of 
the University of Pennsylvania, has published 781 photo- 
graphs, taken by the instantaneous process, of men, women, 
children, and other animals other than the horse, in motion. 
These interesting plates are supplied in hundreds, sorted, of 
any subject, by subscription. 


U.S. CONSTITUTIONAL LAW.—Messrs. Callaghan and 
Co. of Chicago have issued Dr. H. von Holst’s Constitutional 
Law of the United States of America. This work, which is 
an epitome of the subject, forms a part of Marquardsen’s 
‘‘Handbuch des offentlichen Rechts.” Dr. von Holst pro- 
mises, when he can find time, to write a more elaborate work 
on the subject; the present work is intended more for 
students than experts in United States law. The translation 
is by Mr. Alfred Bishop Mason, assisted by Mr. J. C. Heyne, 
and is authorized by Dr. von Holst. 


CANADIAN FISHERIES.—We have received the Third 
Annual Report for the year 1886, of the Deputy Minister of 
Fisheries to the Hon. Geo. HE. Foster. Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries for the Dominion of Canada. The total value of 
the fisheries of the Dominion for the year 1886 amounted to 
$18,679,288, and, taken as a whole, the fishing industry is in 
a very flourishing condition. ‘There are twelve hatcheries 
under the control of the Dominion Government; two in 
Ontario, four in Quebec, twoin New Brunswick, two in Nova 
Scotia, one in Prince Edward’s Island, and one in British 
Columbia. The total number of young fish hatched and dis- 
tributed during 1886 from the crop of 1885, was 76,724,000. 
A Blue Book relating to the Canadian Fisheries Department 
from its inception to the present time is in preparation, and 
will shortly be laid before the Dominion Parliament, 
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THE MINERAL WEALTH OF NEW ZEALAND.—A volume 
containing a full report of the Mining Industry of New 
Zealand for 1885 has been printed and published at Welling- 
ton from papers laid before the New Zealand Parliament 
during the sessions of 1886, by the Hon. W. J. M. Larnach, 
the Minister of Mines. This volume forms a complete hand- 
book of the mining industry of the colony of New Zealand, 
in the districts of Auckland, Marlborough, and Westland, 
with particulars of the goldfields, water races and other 
works in connection with mining, and reports and statistics 
relating to Coal Mines. Before this report was prepared 
statistics collected of mining operations referred almost ex- 





clusively to gold and coal, but it is now shown other minerals 
exported up to Dec. 31st, 1885, amounted to no less than four 
millions for the year, whilst the coal consumed within the 
Colony during the same period was valued at three anda 
half millions sterling. On the 3lst of March, last year, 451 
companies were engaged in gold mining, with a nominal 
capital of £7,078,303 of which £1,575,983 was paid up. The 
total yield of gold up to the close of the last financial year 
was 10,849,261 oz., representing a value of £42,566,135. We 
recommend this little volume to those who have investments 
in the colony of New Zsaland.

BAIRD.—We regret to have to record the death of one of 
our old correspondents, Professor Spencer Fullarton Baird, 
LL.D., Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution and Hon. 
Commissioner of Fisheries of the United States. Professor 
Baird was born at Reading (Pa.) in 1823, and was therefore 
in his 65th year. He was made a Professor of Natural 
Sciences to Dickenson College in 1840, where he had 
previously been a student. In 1850 he was appointed 
Assistant Secretary to the Smithsonian Institution, and on 
the death of Prof. Henry in 1878, he succeeded him as 
Secretary, and has since edited the Reports of that Institution. 
Prof. Baird was an enthusiastic naturalist, and a complete 
list of his works numbers close upon twelve hundred titles. 
In 1851 he edited and translated the ‘ Iconographic Encyclo- 
pedia,” 4 vols., New York. He edited the natural history 
portions of the expeditions of Capt. Stanbury, Capt. Wilks, 
Capt. Marcy, and Lieut. Gillis, and the Pacific Railroad 
Survey. His other chief works were, with Prof. Cassin, the 
‘* Birds of North America,” 2 vols. 1860, the ‘‘ Mammals of 
North America,” 1861, ‘‘ Review of American Birds in the 
Museum of the Smithsonian Institution’ 1864, the “ Orni- 
thology of California,” and with Profs. Brewer and Ridgeway 
a ‘History of North American Birds,” of which the ‘‘ Land 
Birds” 3 vols. and the ‘‘ Water Birds” 2 vols. are published, 
1874 to 1884, He held the degree of D.C.L. from Columbia 
University, of which Institution he was a Trustee. In 1875 
he received from the King of Norway and Sweden the 
decoration of Knight of the Royal Norwegian Order of St. 
Olaf. He was in 1878 awarded the silver medal of the 
Acclimatization Society of Melbourne; in 1879 the gold 
medal of the Société d’Acclimatation of France, and in 1880 
the Erster Khrenpreiz of the International Fischerei Ausstel- 
lung, at Berlin, the gift of the Emperor of Germany. He 
was a Trustee of the Corcoran Gallery, and a member of the 
National Academy of Sciences from its early days. He was 
also a member of the American Association for the 


Advancement of Science, for which institution he acted as 
permanent secretary for two years. Most of the great 
Huropean Scientific Societies had elected him either as an 
honorary member or foreign correspondent. 


FERGUSON.—We regret to have to announce the death of 
another of our correspondents, Mr. William Ferguson, F.L.S., 
of Colombo. He died on the 81st of July, aged sixty-seven. 
He was the author of many books on the Island of Ceylon, 
its botany, reptiles, ete. His work on the Palmyra Palm, 
the Botany of Ceylon in letters to Sir Emerson Tennent, 
Scripture Botany of Ceylon, the Timber Trees of Ceylon, a 
Plan of the Summit of Adam’s Peak, the Reptile Fauna of 
Ceylon, and Ceylon Ferns, are the best known. 


HOPKINS.—The Rev. Dr. Mark Hopkins died on the 17th 
of June in his 86th year, of decay of nature. He was born 
at Stockbridge, Mass., on February 4th, 1802; he received in 
1828 the degree of M.D., and practised medicine in 1829. 
In August, 1830, he accepted the chair of Moral Philosophy 
and Rhetoric in Williams College, Williams Town, Mass., 
and on Sept. 15th, 1836, became President of the College. 
His chief works were ‘Lectures on the Evidences of 
Christianity,” ‘‘ Lectures on Moral Science,” ‘‘ Law of Love,” 
and ‘* Miscellaneous Hssays and Discourses.” 


TOUSEY.— Mr. Sinclair Tousey, the President of the 
American News Company, died on the 16th of June, in New 
York City, of apoplexy. He had been in bad health for some 
years, but attended to business to within a month of his 
death. Mr. Tousey was a New Englander, having been born 
in New Haven, Conn., on July 18th, 1815; he was engaged in 
farming in his early years, but in 1853 he became local agent 
for the New York “Transcript,” the “Sun,” and the 
‘‘ Herald.” Later on he established the business which finally 
became the ‘‘ American News Company,” which has connec- 
tion with News Companies all over the United States, in 
Canada, and in London.

It will be remembered that the second part of the late Mr. James Fergusson’s ‘‘ Tree and Serpent Worship ” (now 
out of print) dealt with the marble sculptures brought by Colonel C. Mackenzie and Sir Walter Elliot at different times 
from the Amaravatt Tope or Stfipa, and which are now in the British Museum. Dr. Burgess spent some time 
at Amaravat? immediately after the excavation of the site by orders of the Madras Government, where he made 
further researches, discovering about ninety fresh sculptures, and forwarded about a hundred and eighty slabs to the ~ 
Madras Government Museum, which he also carefully photographed. On the spot he made many drawings, and copied 
all the Pali inscriptions, which are numerous, and, though short, are of considerable interest. One in particular he 
discovered, bearing the name of Pulumayi, one of the great Andhra sovereigns of the second century, which is of 
the utmost value in determining the age of the Tope. 

At Jaggayyapeta, a large village farther up the Kistna river, and close on the Hyderabad frontier, Dr. Burgess 
discovered another ruined Stfipa. This is also described and illustrated, and the inscriptions from it translated. Though 
much smaller than that at Amaravati, it proves to be of much earlier date, and its very archaic sculptures, though few 
and much injured, are of the greatest interest in the illustration of early Indian art. 
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
